As already announced In thc.se columns 


the murderer, Poster :uct his doom yester- 
day at 9 17 A. M. His wife visited him 
for the last lima Thursday night, and re- 
mained until 11 o'clock when he was left 
alone with his Maker until midnight when 
the keepers came anil remained witli him 
until tho final moment. 
From 12 to 3 


o'clock not u word passed between the 
watchers and the prisoner who,afler asking 
the warden if any despatch had been re- 
ceived from the Governor, reiirod to rtst 
»ud slept until S o'clock when he awoke 
apparenlly very quiet and sad. The Sher- 
iff arrived at 9 o'clock to perform his part 
in the sad work. 
The prisoner's hands 


were pinioned behiiid him, he engaged a 
abort time in prayer and ascended the scaf- 
fold. 
Devotional exercises were couduct- 


ed by Rev. Dr. Tyng and Kev. Mr. Scboon 
maker of Sing Siug and at seventeen min- 
nles past nine the holt was drawn. He died 
with scarcely a struggle, the neck evidently 
having been broken by the noose. 
The 


remains were conveyed lo Ihe residence of 
the widow whence it will bo interred on 
Monday. 
Thus ends Ihe long story of the 


murder Irial, conviction and strenuous at- 
tempts for commutation. 
The people, one 


and all, must breathe easier, now lhat the 
Ibiug is over and thai the dignity of the law 
has been maintained.
